HOUSE OF LORDS. 
THANKS TO THE INDIAN ARMY, 


On Thursday Lord Dersy, in moving that a vote 
of thanks be given to the Governor-General of India, 


had contributed to this result. The first to 
whom he would a vote of thanks was the 
„Lord Canning. After recounti 

encountered and overcome, he eulogised in the 
highest terms the ability and energy which he had 
displayed during the late emergency. Calm, per- 
sistent, and resolute, Lord Canning had pursued a 
course in which he had shown the spirit of an 
English gentleman combined with the sagacity of 
Se In consideration of his 
distinguished services, her Majesty had conferred on 
Lord Canning the dignity of a British Earl. Lord 
Derby ed to explain why the names of Sir 
Patrick Grant and of the Governor of Madras had 
been omitted, and then went on to eulogise the 
services of Lord Elphinstone, the Governor of 
Bombay, as only second ta those of Lord Canning. 
He expressed his admiration of the courage, dau:t- 
less resolution, and firmness with which Sir John 
Lawrence had suppressed revolt in a newly-con- 
quered country, and had sent assistance to the 
central Government. To Mr. Frere, Mr. Robert 
Montgomery, and Sir R. Hamilton, for their ad- 
ministration of extensive provinces and their 
conciliatory policy, he also thought that the thanks 
of the House were due. In passing to the second 
resolation, he paid a touching tribute to the memory 
of Sir W. Peel, and lamented the premature loss of 
Colonel Jacob and Major Hodso Turning to the 
more ul task of thanking those who survived, 
he said of Lord Clyde that he was cool and cautious 
in coming to his determination, always eager to spare 
his men, but reckless of his own life and labours ; 
slow in his plans, but —— in combination, he 
knew when to strike, and those whom he met felt he 
knew how to strike. After sketching the principal 
features of the campaign, he recounted briefly and 
eulogistically the services of Major-General Mans- 
field, the Chief of the Staff, of Sir J. Outram, Sir T.

In 
conclusion, he again congratulated the House on the 
restoration of tranquillity, and declared that in Oude 
alone we had captured and destroyed 1,000 forts, and 
that 480 cannon anda million stands of arms had 
been taken. far as aww | operations were con- 
cerned, we accomplished our task, but a far 
more formidable one awaited us. It was now our 
duty to subjugate the hearts and affections, as well 
as the persons, of the people of jIndia, to restore 
them the blessings of good government, to seek their 
moral and social progress, to develope the resources 
of the country, to administer justice fairly and 
‘temperately, and to satisfy the natives that it is not 
only their fate but their interest to remain true to 
their allegiance. 

Lord GRANVILLE expressed the satisfaction which 
Lord Derby’s full and accurate statement had afforded 
him. With singular pleasure he had heard the just 
and accurate compliment to the Governor-General 
of India, a compliment which buried in oblivion all 
the former discussions on Lord Canning’s conduct in 
the late terrible crisis. In the course of his speech 


he expressed his t that it was impossible, from 
the ts of 


the House, to include the 
names of those whom death had removed in the 
present motion. He, of course, alluded to such 
names as Havelock, Neill, Peel, and Henry Law- 
rence, He considered that the sanguine views 
which he had ever held as to the suppression of the 
rebellion had been confirmed by the statement of 
Lord as to the tranquillity of India.

EDUCATION IN INDIA. 

On Friday the Duke of ARGYLL, in calling the 
attention of the House to a letter from Lord Ellen- 
borough to the Chairman and Deputy-Chairman of 
the East India Company, dated the 28th of April, 
1858, explained that the document in question was a 
letter of advice, as it might be called, to the Directors 
of the East India Company to rescind the policy 

ursued in re to education since the year 1854. 

he despatch issued in 1854, on which that policy was 
based, recommended tsin aid as the least ag- 

ressive and cheapest mode of furthering education in 
fndia According to the regulations then laid down 
both missionary and secular schools were supplied 
by grants in aid, which was the only chance of ex- 
tending education without — the religious 
prejudices of the people. He contradicted the asser - 
tion in the letter, that these grants violated the 
principle of neutrality; for the question was not 
whether the aid of Government should be extended 
to missionary schools ; but whether, when Govern- 
ment supported other schools, missionary schools 
should be excluded. That would not be equality, 
but a direct violation of that principle of neutrality 
on which these grants were made. Such a measure 
would be most injurious to the natives, for the educa- 
tion given by the missionary schools was much better 
than that of the secular schools, -was almost entirely 
secular. He considered that if the grants were with- 
drawn from those schools, they would be withdrawn 
from the best schools in India. He could not deny 
that the expense of those schools had increased, but 
he did not think that 200,000/. was too great a sum 
to expend for education over all India, and he trusted 
that retrenchment in our Indian expenses would not 
begin there. By extending education we should 
strengthen our power in India, forthe natives would 

—＋ that their interests, more than ours, were 

und up in preserving their connexions with this 
country.

THE STATE OF EUROPE. 

On Monday Lord Matmessury, in calling the 
attention of the House to the state of affairs on the 
Continent, said it would be fresh in the memory of 
the House that in the beginning of this year a con- 
versation had occurred which showed that the re- 
lations between France and Austria were not on so 
satisfactory a footing as could have been desired, 
while the relations of this country with all parts of 
the world were so encouraging that we were well 
fitted to take the part of mediators. He then briefly 
reviewed the position of the three principal Powers 
in regard to this country, and observed that, although 
connected with Austria by similarity of race and an 
ancient alliance, the people of this country were 
alienated from her by the policy which Austria had 
pursued in Italy. No statesman in this country 
would for a minute deny the rights of Austria— 
rights which had been acquired by conquest, in- 
heritance, and treaty, precisely in the same way as 
this country held many of its own possessions, 
These rights were secured by treaties which we had 
signed, and which every Government was bound to 
uphold. But a true cause of complaint against Aus- 
tria arose from her interference with the other 


Italian states besides Lombardy. 

It is in private life a most dangerous and unpopular 
employment to be a constable to preserve the peace of a 
town or city.

On the Probable Fall in the Value of Gold The Com- 
mercial and Social uences which may Ensue, 
and the Measures which it Invites. By Micki Cue-

Tus depreciation of gold in relation to commodities in 
general is a subject which becomes of unquestionably 
serious importance with each year’s increase in the yield 
of the precious metal. It is estimated by the author of 
this pamphlet that the present production of gold 
amounts, in ten years, to as much as the entire produc 
tion during the 356 years from Columbus’s discovery of 
America to the time of the opening-up of the gold-fields 
of California! The yield of last year was something 
like five times that of the year 1847. The great ques- 
tions involved in this mighty increase, the seemingly 
inevitable fall in value of gold, depreciation of the our- 
reney, rise of prices in general, and disturbance in the 
public funds, rents, wages, &c., demand the attention of 
the economist and the politician, before the possible exi- 
gencies arise to which present circumstances point, and 
whieh will be calamitous indeed if tie principles of 
changes that may be required have not been previously 
the subject of the most careful and enlightened in- 
ulry. 
1 We are glad, therefore, that Mr. Cobden has occupied 
some of his out-of-Parliament hours in preparing this 
translation of a work, which comes to us commended, 
not only by his own eminent name and by the universal 
interest of the subject, but also by the great reputation 
of M. Chevalier, as an economist and an authority on 
monetary matters. In 1853, Mr. Forbes Campbell in- 
troduced to the English public a work, by M. Chevalier, 
on The Precious Metals, and the Depreciation of 
Gold,” and we then expressed an opinion on the general 
views of the author, These have been expanded, cor- 
rected, and confirmed by facts, since that period; and 
we are more than ever disposed to give a serious atten- 
tion to the subject, and to the views of so distinguished 
a writer. At the same time, we frankly admit that we 
do not look for the realisation of all M. Chevalier’s anti- 


cipations. His views, six years ago, were somewhat 
more prophetically gloomy than we then thought reason- 
able, or the intervening period has justified. The theo- 
retical economist not seldom finds that disturbance, con- 
fusion, ruin, ought to ensue, where there are numerous 
actual restraints and unsuspected restoratives at work to 
counterbalance the natural tendency of a given state of 
things, and to arrest the destroying process the princi- 
ples of science demanded. The ontlets for the new gold 
will, we conceive, multiply beyond their present num. 
ber ; and those now existing will widen rather than con- 
tract —except, perhaps, in the part gold will play in the 
future monetary legislation of France. Several writers, 
a few years ago, predicted a general disturbance of prices, 
and a great social confusion, within a sort period 
but the gold bas increased beyond their calculation, and 
the effects of its increase are not appreciable in any of 
the directions indicated by them. Notwithstanding, we 
by no means pour any contempt on inquiries such as 
Chevalier’s, nor vn the pushing of the views adopted to 
their extreme logical conclusions. It is only thus that 
the whole scope of the subject and its possible immense 
significance to our social well-being can become, as it 
ought, familiar to the minds of all educated persons.

Tats is e foolish and worthless book. It adds nothing 
to the interest that attaches to the celebrated name of 
William Jay.
